OF ALL Western Cow Coun- 
try, there was no place 
tougher than Apache County, 
Arizona, and of the entire 
Apache County, no town was 
tougher and harder-bitten than 
the junction town of Holbrook. 
Here a man lived by industry, 
wits and two six-guns strapped 
to his hips. 

But there was law in Holbrook. 
There were trials and there 
were juries. In 1887, a sheriffs 
job there was a man-sized one.
